ACNERAL STKIKB IS ANTICIPATED.

Pittsburg, April 17.— Quiet prevailc 
about ttae W. Dewces Wuod plant of 
tbe American Shoot StobI cuiupany at 
McKeesport. There watt an ab«|euce 
of idle men loitering In tbe atreets, 
and it was cvidenl tlif strikers had 
retired to their lioiises to await the 
decision of thv national advisory board 
aa to tbe advisability ot calling out 
employes ot otber mills controlled by 
the American Sheet Steel company to 
aid tbum In their tight. 

It was reported that the (onipany 
would make an attempt to bring out 
side men to McKe^kport and that a 
■eore or more men were on biUKea 
across thv river awaiting an opportu- 
nity to be sniuggli'd into the works. 
Patrols were thrown out and every av- 
enue ot approach guarded, but tbe re 
port was evidently without foundation, 
as the expected move did not develop 
The hammer house was the only de 
partment In operation, and unless the 
sbeet mills resume work soon the nn^n 
in this department will have no mate- 
rial to work on after Friday. 

ManaKur (hooper posted an order 
notifying all the men in the runout 
force, bar mill and sheet mill to report 
for work Thursday at ^ a. m. or con 
sider themselves discharged. They 

were requested. In the latter case, to 
call at the otlice and get their mon'-y. 
A high board fence has been built 
around No. 2 mill, and it ia reported 
that an attempt will soon be made to 
start it. Tbe plant baa 16 mills. 

Members of the notional advisory 
board and vice pn sldcnts of the Ainal 
gamated association, who bad been 
called to||;9ther by President SbalTer 
to consider measures in connection 
with the strike, were slow in assem 
bling. Previous to the meeting Mi. 
Shaffer said he would ask for power 
to call out at his discretion the em 
ployes of the American Sbeet Steel 
company, and then if he deems It nec- 
essary. OS a last resoi't. to extend thi' 
Strike to all the plants of the I'nited 
States stci l I ui p.ii ation He did not 
hesitate to declare his intention of car 
rylng out his prerogative of calling out 
employes of the big combine. If such 
a resolution should be adopted by tbe 
board. He said: "I could not yield the 
point demanded of me at McKeesport. 
and I would rather die fighting tban 
lie down. Tbe issue has been drawn; 
there can be no backing down now. 
We have received telegrams from our 
members in different sections of the 
country indoraing tbe stand we have 
taken, and they say they will stand by 
as it it comes to a general strike." 
A. F. L. Asked to Assist. 

President Shaffer also wired Presi- 
dent Samuel Oompers of tbe American 
Federation of Labor explaining the sit 
uation at length, and asking for any 
assistant e the federation could ^ive 
if the conflict came. It is considered 
by labor authorities that 50,000 men is 
a fair estimate ot the membership of 
ttae Amalgamated association. ' The 
association is, accoiding to a state- 
ment by Secretary John W'llliams, in 
a more prosperous condition financial- 
ly than. ever in its history. Of ttae to- 
tal memberstaip 15,000 are employed 

by the Rept;l)llc Iron and Steel coin 
pany, which is not a incuiber of the 
Morgan combine, ami by the independ 
ent mill plants here and elsewhere. 
Of tbe Ameriean Sheet Steel compa- 
ny's plants, >5 per cent of the total ca- 
pacity is in organized mills. The com- 
pany operates 18 large plants and a 
number of small plants. 6 of the 30 
plant! of th( combine being shut down 
and putially dlsamntled. Twelve of 
the plants are union mills. The most 
important of the nonunion plants are 
the Vandergiift (Pa.) works, the Apol- 
lo (Pa.) viota. and the mills at Wells- 
Tille, O.. and Leecbburg. Pa. 

The meet.ng ot the national advi- 
sory hoard and vice presidents did not 
bi gin until nearly 11 o'clock. There 
was a full attendance of the national 
officers and trustees who mak« up the 
board, and among the vice presidents 
praaant were David Reese of Pitts 
burg, first district: Walter Larkins of 
Martin's Ferry, O., second district; 
Charles H. Davis ot Newport, Ky., 
third district, and 01am Jarvla of An 
derson, Ind., flftb diatrict No one was 
admitted to the meeting room but the 
members of the board and the vice 
presidents. Previous to the meeting a 
canvass of the members developed a 
strong Individual disposition to grant 
President Shaffer power to call out 
employes of the other mills, although 
no one would venture to predict what 



the decision of the board would be. 

General Manat*r Smith and Secre- 
tao' John Jirrett of ttaa American 

Sheet Steel company War* invited to 
be present, but Mr. Smith did not at- 
tend. Secretary Jarrett was on hand 
•ad conanmed some tlma in placing 
before the members of the Amalga- 
mated asso( lation the position his 
company had taken In the fight now 
on. Presldmt Shaffpr stated that he 
would, if possible, go to McKeesport 
after the meeting to advise the men 
now on strike and connael them to 
be mild in eir acts. 

The comblne.it Is said, will be asked 
to vacate the position it has taken, or 
a strike will be declared. Around 
Amalgamatrl headquarters a general 
air ot expeiianey prevailed. Men of 
all crafts dropped In and eagerly In- 
quired as to what were the prospects 
for a strike. They seemed to realize 
that once the struggle is precipitated, 
its effects must of necessity be far- 
reaching, concerning tliem all. 

Want Campaign Promises Fulfilled. 
Syracuse, April 17.— Nearly 600 em- 
ployes of the Onondaga pottery are 
out on a strike in sympathy with the 
girls who went nut Saturday. The 
men, however, say that before the last 
presidential election pottery employes 
submitted to a reduction of wages on 
the promise of employers that should 
McKinley be elected the \vaR( s would 
be restored. This has not been done 
here and the m( n demand the raise. 
There are 30 employes still at work. 
Committees representing ttae strikers 
are in session with tbe general man- 
ager of the company. 

Strike at Shamekin. 

Shamokin. i'a., April 1".— At the 
Natalie colliery 1,000 men and boys 
struck because tbe Shamokin Coal 
company would not accede to their de- 
mands. The colliery is completely tied 
up. Tbe men ask that James Bate- 
man, inside foreman, and Conductor 
John Yeager of tli" miners' train be 
discharged, and that trainmen running 
on tbe company's road between Nata- 
lie and Summit be granted 10 per cent 
increase over present wages. 

Switchmen's Strike Sticks. 
Scranton, Pa.. April 17.— Tbe strike 
•f tbe switchmen on the Scranton di- 
vision of the Delaware. Lackawanna 
and Western (foiitinues. with no sii;ns 
of break or si 1 1 leineiu. It lias ali eudy 
bad ttae effect of shutting down all the 
mines of ttae Lackawanna Coal com- 
pany and it Is impossible to get any 
cars from the mines, thus forcing idle- 
ness on over 10.000 mine employes. 

Brlckmasons Strike. 
Atlanta, April IT— A total of 200 
brlckmasons, who have been K*'ttiiig 
30 cents an hour for a 9-hour day, have 
struck for 40 eenta and an 8-hour day. 

OEBMAX OLAIMB. 

Indignation Frit Over Mr. RnckhllP« 
t«tiiteiiieut of Itictfiiinitlcii. 

London, April 17.— A lu rlin corre- 
spondent represents the German gov- 
ernment as being in a state ot consid- 
erable indignation at the statement in 
the American press of Mr. Rockhili's 
figures of indemnity which may ba de- 
manded from China. 

Tbe statement is said to be exceed- 
ingly incorrect and calculated to give 
an entirely false impression. The ex- 
cess of German over the English 
claims is easily understood. The Ger- 
mans sent a much larger force from 
Europe, while the British sent one 
from India, comparatively near at 
hand. In these circumstances It is re- 
garded here as a matter of regret that 
the misleading account published in 
America should be commented on in 
tbe English press in a spirit calculated 
to give offense to fjerniany. Great in- 
dignation is expressed at the sugges- 
tion that the indemnity claimed by 
Germany includes a heavy pecuniary 
mulct for ttaa murdar of Baron von 
Ketteler. Ttae baselessness of tbe sup- 
position is shown by the fact that the 
German claim Is only £ I'.'.dtio.oOO aa 
against £14,000,000 stated by Mr. 
RockhiU, and therefore considerably 
less than the amount already voted by 
the reictastag tor the campaign. 

There is no attempt In authoritative 
quarters to disguise the fact that much 
can be said in favor of the I'nited 
States' suggestion In regard to the 
settlement ot the indemnities, but the 
German government has refrained 
from taking up a definite attitude 
there-anent until it sees how it Is rt* 
ceived by the other powers.

DENIES THE 8AN JU4N INTEIVIEW&. 



Kxpfcis to Return to Venesuela But 
|k 111 Ask Kor l^mf to VUlt Ra. 
ropeto Ret'upernte His lienlih. 
"fhe Vencxuclan bHuuiiun. 



New York, April 1 7. — Frank n 
Loomls, United States mitiisier to Ven 
ezuela, who arrived i>n ih. laiaras 
from Porto Rico, disembarked and 
drove at once to the Hotel Victoria, 
where be will be quartered until the 
end of the week, when he will go to 
Washington to report Uj the state d.- 
partment and President McKinley. He 
gives a positive disclaimer to the au 
tborship ot the San Juan Interviews, 
in which he was made to say some se- 
vere things about President Castro, 
and he avers that an injustice has 
been done him in this respect. 

Mr. Loomis said: "1 did not say anv 
of the unpleasant things that have 
been attriliiited tu r.u about President 
Castro duiiii).; niy stay at San .luan oi 
anywhere else. Thi.- fact is. I like- Mr 
Castro very much. I was interviewed 
at San Juan, but It was more a pleas 
ant chat than anything else Their 
were other paasengeis aboard ami 
present who said some unkind things 
but I certainly did not. I can not un 
derstand taow ttae criticisms were put 
in my mouth unless tbe views of the 
passengers alluded to were made 
mine I am (|uoted as sayins that 
President Castro drew but $12,000 a 
year salary, yet had made 12.000.000 
In two years. Now I do not even know 
positively that the president gets the 
salary named find I know nothing ot 
any money he has made. 1 must also 
deny that he plotted to secure my re- 
call or removal. I can not discuss the 
recent diplomatic incident with Vene 
zuela. There are sev. ial points In 
connection with that I will r.'port on 
to the d paitnietif, and naturally they 
are quite confidential. 1 may say, taow- 
ever, that the preliminary steps to- 
ward a legal settlement of the a; ph.ilt 
cases have been taken In the Veni zu 
elan courts That is precisely where 
our government wished the disputes to 
go. We insisted that the dispute be 
submitted for adjudication without 
prejudice and carried our point. 1 do 
not say our government does not re 
serve the right to intervene if justice 
is not done, but we want the matter 
passed upon by the courts. There was 
some feeling at the height of the Inci- 
dent, hut it has subsided, and fnir rela 
tions at present are quite satisfactory 
1 can not say how long it will take to 
reach a decision in the asphalt cases; 
I presume the law has Its delays In 
Venesuela as elsewhere. President 
Castro seems to have the country 
quite under (ontrol. 

"A cons tutional convention — the 
eleventh they have had, 1 believe— has 
Just adjourned, and there Is to be an 
election in the autumn. It is quitt 
certain that Castro will \n' reeleiteii 
president and iuau(;urated next byrint 
The constitutional convention has 
changed the tenure ot tbe president 
from four to six years. Andrade, 1 
am told, is at Cuiaco.i, and I feel that 
the report is true, lor thc .e is gcneial 
ly a colony of Venezuelans there thini 
lug ot home and anxious to improve 
the political condition. 1 am told An 
drade plans an exrcdition to Veuezuc 
la, but I do not un;icipatK any tioubl' 
for some months. 

"Venezuelans who have discusseu 
Andrade with me say that while he 
well informed, rather able and quit, 
broadminded, he is lac king in stiength 
and too kind-hearted to make a sue 
cessful ruler. Ttaey say ttaat another 
leader, a youngar iban, will be brought 
forward to oppose President Castro 
However, of all these matters I hav 
no personal knowledge, and am nu re 
ly telling you what the Venezuelan.^ 
say on these matters. 

"The Barcelona Incident In which 
our consular agent was twice arrested 
by local olflcials in an attempt to ex 
tort money from him, has been practi 
rally closed and in a manner quite sat 
Isfactory to us. Our government di 
rected'me to demand an apology and 
the fullest reparation .lust before 
leaving 1 was given assurance that the 
fullest amends will be made. I believe 
the assurances will be carried out 

"I do not expect to return to Vene- 
suela for at least Ave months. Four 
years In the tropics have left me In 
need of change and rest, and my phy 
siclan says Carlsbad, and 1 am going 
to try to get leave for a trip to that 
health resort."

Stormy DemonHtrHtlon ml liiduetli.B Of 

Bishop of London. 

London, April 17.— The scene In Bow 
church during the consecration of the 
Rt. Rev. A. F. W. Ingram as bishop of 
London resembled a [lolitical meetinn 
rather than a religious service. John 
Kensit, the anti-ritualist, entered an 
expected protest against the appoint- 
ment and he spoke some time in a 
loud voice. His remarks caused an 
extraordinary uproar, and he was 
Hreeled with cheers, hisses, and shouts 
i)f "Order!" "Shame!" "No pcjpery!' 
and many other Interruptions. 

Mr. Kensit* in the course of his re- 
marks, accused Dr. Ingram ot being 
unfaithful to all his promises when he 
was consec rated bishoii of Stepney, 
adding that ho had helped lawbreak 
ers, had encouraged clergymen who, in 
defiance ot the rubrics, elevated the 
host, offered masses, and practiced the 
confession, etc. He concluded with 
saying that he was prepareu to appear 
in the courts and prove th;it Dr. In 
gram was an unfit person to hold the 
position of a bishop ot tbe Protestant 
church owing to his encouragement of 

Romish practices. 

The friends and opponents of Mr. 
Kensit became so uproarin\is that the 
vicar general tried to clear the church. 
Dr. Ingram appealed to his friends to 
listen quietly. Eventually the vicar 
general overruled the objections, and 
the election of Dr. Ingram was con- 
firmed. Disorderly scenes and bust 
ling ocenrred outside the church, ami 
finally Mr. Kensit was escorted home 
by a score ot policemen and followed 
by a howling mob. 

RAILW AY rOBA RIYAL 

niltUh Ilulldlng HoufI III Mexleo to 
Compete With CMnttl. 
London. April 17. — The British rival 

to the Isthmian canal is a railway 
which is beini; built at ross .Mexico's 
narrowest point. This will be mainly 
an extension of the Tehuautepec line, 
built by the Mexican government to 
connect tbe Oulf of Mexico with the 
Pacific, which has no terminal facili- 
ties. S. Peaison & romi)any of Lon- 
don are reconstructing tbe railwa 
into an interoceanlc freight thorough 
tare under an agreement made two 
years ago, the Mexican government 
leasing the road for fifty years,

years; 2.0tM( nn ti are WLikiiis. persun 
ally supervised by Sir Weetman I'ear 
Bon. Harbors are being constructed 
at both ends, affording anchorage to 
the largest vessels, Mr. Pearson says:

Celni. Island of Cebu, P 1., April 17. 
—A force of 1.000 troops in the island 
of Cebu is unable to accomplish the 
suireniler or capture of the 'JOO Fili- 
pino rilb men who are still out. Colo- 
nel McClernand says the terms tbe 
Filipinos offered are impossible. 

Of tbe 50 towns a dozen of the larg> 
er have been organized under military 
orders. The others are believed to 
hav.' native governors. .ludg'^ Taft, 
addressing the convention, deplored 
the fact that Cebu was the least jiat i- 
fied province, and called on the dele- 
gates to decide whether 200 men 
woulfl be permitted to restrain peace, 
or whether tln' majority would organ- 
ise and notify the mountain natives to 
cease causing trouble. If the people 
were not ready to do this the commit- 
tee would not supersede the military 
liy civil control. The exhortation was 
not demonstratively received. Visay- 
ans from 24 towns represented urged 
the organization of a provincial gov- 
ernment and the wind-up of the war, 
and commended Colonel McClernand 
as commanding wisely and without 

bloodsh.'(l. 

Thi islatiil will probably be organ- 
ized as one province. Tbe population 
numbers 650.000. 

Negotiations With Denmark. 
Copenhagen. April 17.— The govern- 
ment is earnestly considering the re- 
cent s'lmewhat modified proposal with 
regard to the sale to the I'nited States 
of the Danish West Indies which is 
considered likely tu lead to a satisfac- 
tory tertnlnatlon of the negotiations. 
Ofiieial circles are Informed that the 
twd govei iiiiients are ni>arer an agree- 
ment than tliey have hei'n at an\ pre- 
vious time. The Danish government 
ridicules the reiterated reports pub- 
lish< d in English papers that a per- 
I'liiliiiuy ( ommunieatlon regarding the 
sale i)f the islands has been received 
from the l.'nited States. OIUi iais are 
much Impressed with the idKiiality 
and friendliness the United States bas 
shown tbrougtaout the negotiations.

Banker Henry Olewa la hta waakly let- 
ter from Wall street soondf a Bote of 
warning. "The spFc ilativa fever," he 
aayt, "ia riiiog iaatead of falling, and 

ordinary experience is of little value in 
judging tbe course of the marliet. The 
toroaa behind tbe preaent movement are 
tremendous. Those responaible for tbe 
various deals, actual and rumored, are 
giving the market their full support. 
Pricea may be high enough, too high in 
fact for conirarvatiTe opinion, but prudent 
warnings fail upon deaf ears, and it is 
quite possible that the market will con- 
(inne ita course with occasional abarp 
raactiona for some time to come. The 
large capitalists have plans under way to 
which a bear campaign would ba fatal. 
They are obliged to support the market ; 
and, as the latter is still under their con- 
trol, they are likely to encourage a 
moderate and prolonged advance ratbar 
than a skyrocket riae. General oondi* 
tions, it must be admitted, are all in 
their favor; prosperity continues both 
for railroads and indnatriale, and there 
i< no prospect of a chang'^ in eight. The 
whole country is passing tlirough one of 
its periodic wavaa o( darelopment, the 
inevitable accompaniment of which is 
always a boom.' As yet there are no 
weak spota in aight and nMNMy. while 
firm, is not atringent. 

"It is very difficult to fix on any period 
at which the current boom may be ex- 
pected to end ita coorae. It ia altogether 
exceptional aa to its canaea. Ita main 
stimulus centres in its connection with 
the great movement of industrial con- 
aolidation. The converaion of aome 92,- 
000,000,000 of corporate capital into a 
much smaller number of corporations 
with approximately 15,000,000,000 of nom- 
inal capital,— of which $3,000,000,000 is 
common stock, based mainly upon good 
will,— amounts to a atupendoua infla- 
tion, which has deranged the whole baais 
of investment values. Tbe inflation 
of such an enormous awregate of tbe 
productive capital of the country baa the 
natural effect of inflating the market value 
of other forms of investment, among the 
first of which come railroad aecuritiee. 
It ia aaanmed that, if a proceaa of flnanoial 
reconstruction can be made to warrant a 
doubling oi the capital of our mannfac- 
turea, then an amalgamation of our rail- 
roads, our mines, our oil wells and our 
steamship lines warrants a similar ex- 
pansion in tbe market value of tbe ae- 
< iirities representing those classes of in- 
vestments; and thus the intlation has 
swiftly spread over every class of .securi- 
ties that tinda its market in Wall street. 

"For the time being, there ia some 
basis for this immense expaneion in the 
extraordinary run of national proaperity 
(which has found some parallel in tbe 
commercial ai tivity of other countries), 
but which, howeveraia not to be reckon- 
ed upon aa a permanency. Tbe expan- 
sion of onr industrial cnpitalix itions is 
kept up with such persistency and on 
such a vast aeale,^t ia aanctioned by aneh 
an array of influential names and is un- 
derwritten by financiers of such great 
potency, that apeculatlon knowa neither 
caution nor limits. There seems to be 
no end to the creation of new deals, and 
each ancoeaaive one adda new oil to tha 
flame of excitement. 

"All tbia means, however, that tbe 
danger ia increasing at every step. 
Every movement in such a direction 
piles up the more false construction to 
be undone. The higher prices are 
pushed above tbe normal level, the 
lower will be tbe fall below it. The bul- 
wark of paHt jirdits may to-day inspire 
tbe utmost contidence, but when the im- 
petus of tbe final liqnidiiatlon geta on 
full headway, the reaction is likely to 
surpass many of the previous adjust- 
ments of Wall atreet booma. At the mo- 
ment, the situation is probably inoppor- 
tune for the promoters of the great indus- 
trial schemes to permit any encourage- 
ment of a realizing policy. When that 
stage arrives, the outside intereata will 
soon discover their position and the re- 
turn of the market to ita normal le?el ia 
not likely to be a alow proceaa. 

"I do not intend that our friends shall 
remain uncautioned aa to the end with 
which tbia extraordinary exdtemeat 
may be i xpeoted to culminate. My ex- 
perience through many speculative epi- 
sodea baa proved to me that there ia only 
one outcome from wild excesses in the 
stock market, and that the safe policy is 
to quietly get out whenem piioaa laaeb 
extreme figures.
